The town. during the past week, has 
blossomed out with political signs, 
for candidates seeking County and 
State office.

Tommy Sullivan, Tree Warden of 


Wilmington, and his crew. are going 
to take down those signs.

Since this is the first year for the 
Crusaders in Class A Competition.

Edward H. Rideout is a man who was 
once described by the Town Crier as 
a ‘sort of genius’. He lives on Truman 
Road in North Wilmington. 

For the past three years Rideout, 
with some associates, has been hard 

at work in his headquarters at 52 Main 

Street, developing some of his ideas in 
photography, several of which have 
been patented. and Rideout is now 
ready to start mass producing the 
machinery and products he has de- 
signed 

While it is quite possible that none 
of his products would be of interest 
to the average individual. there are 
some well known national companies 
which are displaying an interest. 

The Model E Camera which he has 
developed is assembled on a modular 
plan - i.e. he can change parts easily 
in the camera so as to devote it to 
various uses. It will produce large 
size negatives. positive prints. and 
‘stats’ in practically no time at all, 
and can be operated by an in-exper- 
ienced amateur. 

Rideout is working on concepts which 
will do away with the need of dark- 
rooms, by commercial and industrial 
photographers. The ‘paper’ in his 
hand, in the accompanying photo, is 
made to his specifications, and is 
capable of being developed in room 
light 

He has also developed some photo- 
processors, under his own patents, 
which. together with the chemicals 
for them, made to his own specifi- 
cations, ease the work of developing 
photographic materials, in industrial 
plants 

It is altogether possible that the peo- 
ple of Wilmington may be hearing 
more of Mr. Rideout’s inventions and 
developments 


Marijuana 
costs two 


$100 Each 


Two Wilmington youths learned in 
Woburn Court, Tuesday. that being 
present where marijuana was found 
can be expensive. Both paid $100 in 
Court Costs, as a result 

‘They were among the eight who were 
arrested by the Wilmington Police 
a few weeks past, on the banks of 
Taylor Pond, off Burlington Avenue. 

Four of the group were found to be 
not guilty, because of the testimony 
that they were about one eighth of a 
mile from the point where the mari- 
juana was found. Two of those four 
were juveniles. and two were over 17 
years old. 

Lt. Imbimbo of the Wilmington Pol- 
ice. who prosecuted. moved that the 
second pair of the four have their 
charges dismissed. when, after the 
first pair had been tried, they were 
found not guilty. 

Two more still have to be tried 
They are juveniles, who afe said to 
have been present at the place where 
the marijuana was found 

Court Costs, as paid by the families 
of the two youths, does not constitute 
a ‘fine’ but rather a contribution to 
the expense of operating the court 
It can be assessed after a guilty ver- 
dict has been found.

What have you done for excitement 
the past year? Nothing much? Hanging 
around all the time? Always saying 
there is nothing to do? 

Not us. We've the best deal around. 
We've really done a lot of travelling 
all summer. We do every year. We've 
met kids from everywhere. 

This summer we traveled, to about 
thirty different cities and towns. We 
went on a two day trip to Hyannis. and 
this year welll be having more over- 
night and out-of-state trips 

‘The only complaint we have is that 
there are not enough kids. Oh. we 
have about eighty, but more could be 
more fun. 

We have kids that are in high school 
and kids that are in college. We real- 
ly like having a good time . . but, 
don't get us wrong. If the only thing 
you care about is a good time - for- 
get it! We can do without you. We 
have something to work for and that 
comes first! 

What are we talking about? Drum & 
Bugle Gorps - that’s what! 

Before you put that paper down. if 
you think drum corps is like a band, 
forget it. you are crazy. It’s a whole 
different thing. really gassy - toge- 
ther!! Some kids thing that only ‘fair- 
ies’ join a drum corps. Just try saying 
that to their face. Drum corps kids all 
over the country wear the new clothes. 
hairdos, listen to the same music. 
love ‘RKO’. date. laugh about the same 
Jokes. cry about the same problems. 
and. in gereral. are here - today - now 

Many of the other corps have over 
100 kids on the line. competing at 
once, Now. if that many kids in hun- 
dreds of drum corps all over North 
America think it’s great. what's the 
matter with you? 

Just stop and think. I mean really 
think, about what you've been doing 
this summer. Once in a while go to a 


dance. go swimming. to a drive-in or 
a cinima, or an occasional party. 
We all do that too, plus we have our 
own special fun that you could only 
have if you were one of us. 

Just having fun is great, and we don’t 
knock it. because we love it too, but 
don’t you ever just get the urge to 
do something? Isn't a challenge the 
ost fun? 

Wouldn’t you feel better or get more 
satisfaction if you had to work for 
something instead of just getting it 
handed to you? 

Drum corps could just learn some 
music. and march in a parade or a 
football half-time once in a while. 
but drum corps is not like that 
Drum corps is a 52 week a year job. 

In a drum corps, each kid has to 
know his own part perfectly. and yet. 
everyone works as a team, because 
drum corps is a “sport of a different 
color 

We really would like to take some 
long trips. like the corps that com- 
peted all the way across the country 
from California or Wyoming, and 
back again, each summer, of the ones 
that just went to the Nationals in 
Miami. 

You can't imagine what it takes to 
be one of those corps. You have to 
have patience, devotion. stamina 
stick-to-itiveness. skill. training. 
vou have to want 

This letter may be voring to you, 
and I wouldn't be surprised if you 
were. But you don’t know how diffi- 
cult it is to explain drum corps. You 
just have to be a part of it to get the 
true meaning of being a drum corps 
member 

If you have watched a drum corps in 
a parade. you might say “Well. they 
sure look good!” and that’s it. You 
never think of what these kids put into 
it. You never get to see behind the 
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scenes. Thats where you have to be 
really to know a drum corps, to get 
the full pleasure of it. 

For those of you who think we are 
a bunch of fairies, take a look at 
yourself. Is the reason you don't join 
a drum corps because your best friend 
might laugh at you? They are just as 
chicken as you are, if that’s the way 
you feel 

As one girl puts it, “I hang around 
with the group in school. I'm the only 
one in that crowd that belongs to the 
drum corps. And nobody laughs at 
me. They'd better not try it, either 
I'm really proud to be in the Crusa- 
ders, I still see all my friends who 
aren't in the corps, and we get along 
fine. But | don’t understand why when 
I ask them to join, they shrug it off 
Maybe they think they have better 
things to do. Maybe some of them 
have. But. I know not all of them do” 

Well, how can you say it? It is just 
too difficult to explain what a drum 
corps is. Why not come down to a 
practice some day and see what it's 
all about — behind the scenes. Oh, 
we're not perfect, but we are trying 
to be. and the more we try. the bet- 
ter we get. That's what it’s all about 
Working for something that means 
something to you. 

You don’t have to know how to play 
an instrument or anything. We didn't 
when we joined. If you know how to 
play a drum or a horn, - great - so 
much the better. If you don't - the 
instructors teach. They make you 
learn, and that’s good - it’s the first 
outcome of a project. 

It needs work and lots of it, With 
patience and work, it always comes. 
Don't be afraid of something new. 
Give yourself a chance to try it 

To the parents reading this: If you're 
about who your kids are hanging 
around with, we can tell you that while 
they are with the corps, which is very 
often, you don’t have to worry. The 
kids in'the corps have too much pride 
in their outfit to dirty its name. The 


manager is a great guy. He knows 
kids and we all love him. He loves 
to see the kids have a good time, but 
don't, don't step out of line, or he'll 
act just like your own father would.

CENSUS FIGURES SHOW 
SLIGHTLY OVER 17,000 


During the past year many residents 
of Wilmington have come to accept a 
figure of about 17,500 as the towns’ 
population. That figure must now be 
revised downwards. 

The Bureau of the Census of the 
U.S. Department of Commerce has 
released a ‘Preliminary Population 
Count’ which shows the Wilmington 
population to have been 17,011 on 
January First. ‘The official 1960 
figuré was 12/475. 

Town Clerk Esther Russell's esti- 
mate of the population, as of January 
first,.was about 17,100. 

The School Department is expecting 
to have 5,042 pupils in the schools of 
Wilmington, when they open on Sept. 9

Myron N. Lane, 
of Norfolk County, feels the sys- 
tem of paying the deputy sheriffs 
and superior court officers extra 
for serving writs, summonses 
and other documents, has 
worked out very well. “Passage 
of this bill would seriously im- 
pair the administration of jus- 
tice in the county,” declared 


Weeks. He further said he un- 
derstood that state police in 


Pres, Chempro Dist. tne. 


Bristol county receive extra 
money for doing this type of 


work. 

Sen. James F. Burke, D- 
Brockton, favored Rep. Cain’s 
bill. He said the measure is in- 
tended to have Norfolk and Ply- 
mouth court papers served by 
local police in each community, 
as is done throughout the rest 
of the state. 

In this manner, said Sen. 
Burke, no extra costs are in- 
volved as the service would be 
provided by local police who 
will do this work as part of their 
regular duties.

Sheriff Buckley calls 
on the Town Crier 


Sheriff John Buckley. for the past 
four months the Sheriff of Middlesex 
County, was a surprise visitor at the 
Town Crier office. last Thursday. He 
happens to be a Republican, who was 
appointed to the office four months 
ago by Governor Sargent 

The Governor wanted a professio- 
nal. not a politician, and that is what 
he now has in Middlexes County. 

In his early forties, Buckley is both 
a business man and a practical law 
enforcement officer. He was the ex- 
ecutive directr of the Mass Council 
of Criem and Correction when he was 
appointed sheriff..The Council is a 
private organization whose purpose 
is public education. and the prevention 
of crime, plus a program for the re- 
form of correctional systems. 

Buckley was the founder of the Gov- 
ernor’s Task Force on Correctional 
Industries. which relates to the work 
done by prisoners, and the vocational 
training they receive wile serving 
sentence. 

He is also the originator of the high- 
ly successful Crime Check Program 
He formerly was a Special Assistant 
to U.S. Senator Leverett Saltonstall. 
a Chief Aid to Elliott Richardson. It 
was Richardson who induced Buckley 
to leave private business and enter 
government 

In his four months in office. Buckley 
has 

Initiated the first Weekend Confine- 
ment Program in the state. This al- 
lows prisoners who have been convic- 
ted of minor crimes like non-support 
to serve their entire sentence on 
week-ends. and spend their week- 
days working. The family does not go 
on welfare. and the offender does not 
lose his job 

He is phasing out the antiquated 
training program at the Billerica jail 
Going. and almost gone are the pig- 
gery. the dairy barn. and the broom

factory. These are being replaced 
with meaningful vocational training 
such as TV and Stereo repair. a Chef 
training program. and auto repair. 
This work is being assisted with a 
federal grant from the US Department 
of Justice. 

The first counseling program for 
prisoners in Middlesex County has 
been instituted. It is done bythe Fam- 
ily Guidance and Counseling Center 
in Boston. Wilmington. it should be 
noted. recently instituted such a pro- 
gram. sponsored by the Council of 
Churches, 

A drug rehabilitation program has 
been started at the prison - the first 
of its kind in a Middlesex correction- 
al institution. It is being done by Pro- 
ject Turnabout, a group of ex-addicts 
and ex-inmates. 

A sports gnd recreational program 
has been started in the prison. There 
never was one there before. The for- 
mer cow pasture is now a ballfield, 
and an auditorium and gum have been 
made for the prisorers’ use. The are 
looking for outside teams which will 
play ball with the prisoners. So far 
the prisoners have had games with 
teams from Chelmsford, Lowell. Wo- 
burn and Arlington, and uckley hopes 
to see teams from Wilmington play 
ing against prison teams. 

A Fellowship Program has been in- 
stituted. Every Wednesday night visi- 
tors are encouraged to meet with 
inmates, in small groups, to learn and 
know of the prisoners’ problems. and. 
to assist the inmates when they are 
released. Twenty to thirty guests are 
generally in the prison each Wednes- 
day. with forty to fifty inmates, Some 
of those who do the visiting are from 
Wilmington. 

Buckley. as the Chief Law Enforce- 
ment Officer of the County. has been 
in Harvard Square at the time of every 
riot since the first day he was sworn 
in, on April 15th. Part of his program 
is a Student Marshall Program, which 
was successful on May 8th. The police 
are withdrawn. and the peace is pre- 
served by the students themselves. 
Police are. of course. nearby, out of 
sight but ready 

Buckley is, in other words. 
ceremonial sheriff. but a working. 
professional one. He says: “We can 
never lower the crime rate. until we 
reform our prisons”

A group of Wilmington teachers have 
been very busy this summer at the In- 
dustrial Arts Department in the High 
School. working on a Title 5 project, 
for Elementary School Science Cur- 
riculum. 

Project Director is John Crisafulli, 
Principal of the Woburn Street School 
and Master Instructor is Joseph Con- 
nolly. Assistant Principal of the 
Woburn Street School 

What makes this summer workshop 
unique, and different from others now 
working on curriculum changes in 
the Wilmington School System is 
that they are making their own visual 
aids. 

The group is busy with saws, ham- 
mers and nails. creating kits for 
children of grades 1 to 3 to use in 
future science projects 

The purpose of the Science Project 
is the construction of individual child- 
centered learning kits for Science, 
in grades 1-3. The kits are to pro- 
vide the youngsters with deeper in- 
volvement and better understanding 
of scientific concepts. 

The kits will also allow the children 
to work in smaller groups, allowing 
for a social interaction. The students 
will participate actively. and progress 
at their own rate. 

‘There is a good reason for building 
cording to Mr, Crisafulli 
lable on the market to- 
day. for schools, is ‘consumable’ 
which means that after a few times 
of use they must be replaced.

SWIMMING 


Sand and Gravel Filters are becoming increasingly popular with 
many pool owners. 

As sediment or algae builds 

up there occurs a noticeable 


drop in pressure across the 
filter. When this happens the 
filter should be cleaned by 
backwasing (reversing the. fil- 
ter flow). 

Before backwashing it is a 
good idea to destroy trapped 
algae and also kill whatever 
bacteria may be in your sand 
filter. This can be accom- 
plished on most filters by: 
Shutting down the filter and 
leaving about a foot of water 
covering the sand Super- 
chlorinate. allowing one half 
hour for dissolving 

Drain the filter to within an 
inch of the top of the sand and 
let the pool and filter stand for 
a few hours, Backwash and 
return to service. 

With reports we've had on the 
successful operation of sand 
filters 1 am becoming ever 
more confident in their capa- 


bilities. Obviously, the filtra- 
tion medium in a sand and 
gravel filter can be cleansed 
and renewed rather than re- 
placed, as must be done in a 
diatomaceous earth filter.
